MFB — Ministry  Family  Benefit: 

Please  note  this  information  from  Rev.  Edward  Wood,  Oklahoma  City 

This  is  to  inform  you  of  an  action  taken  by  the  Stewardship  Ministries  Board  at  its  recent  meeting.  As  you  are 
aware,  the  Minister's  Family  Benefit  plan  is  open  to  all  credentialed  IPHC  ministers  and  spouses  who  are  not  over 
the  age  of  55.  If  a  new  minister  is  between  55  and  60  when  he/she  is  credentialed  they  have  30  days  to  join. 

The  Board  approved  having  a  "limited  open  enrollment  window"  for  any  credentialed  minister  and  spouse  who  will 
not  reach  their  62nd  birth  date  by  December  31,  2006  to  be  eligible  to  join.  Of  course,  they  must  not  have  been  diag- 
nosed with  a  terminal  illness.  That  window  will  close  January  1,  2007.
